Fair criticism never damaged any artist
of real merit, aud real merit Mrs. Blddons un-
doubtedly postesses. She bus all the ad van-
tages or youth, great beauty, and very engaging
and ladylike manners, aud If she will consent,
as we lielleveshe will, to lake Inio consideration
well-mea- hints from before the curtain,
there is nothing that we cau see In tbe way of
ber becoming one of the mobt popular aoiresse
of the day. We believe that, with ail ner delects,
she would have made a bit at oneol tne regular
theatres; and we earnestly recommend ber, If
Bbe visits tbls locality again, to avoid the
Academy of Music, as one ol tbe worst places in
tbe country for purely dramatic exnibitions,
and where artists of greater populai Uy, culture,
and ability than bereelf bave tailed to aoaieve
the success that was due to their talents.
